timely death, But as a gencrous and
fitr-minded  people, whntever we may
think as to the sineerity of Spanish ox-

pressions of sympathy and vegret wo
cannot fail to appreciate  the prompt
action of the Spanish authorities  at

FRvan and at Madvid in wmnking every
possible provision for the eare of the s
vivors of the disaster. Thoere was noth-
ing perfunetery or half-heavted In this
and it s not the less to be commended
hecanses dictated by o feeling of com-
mon hmmanity.

While the Canadian anthorities In the
Yukon region have been pretiy suecess-
ful in preserviog order and securing
siafety to dhe people there, on the Amey-
fcan side of the bonndary there hing been
a ogreat  deal of lawlessness, as  was
shown by the report of Captain Itny o
the War department, that otlicer hijm-
self having had a narrow from
mob  violenee,  This 18 somewhat dis-
creditable to onr government for the
ronson that it did not realize as promptly
s the Canadlan government the neces-
sity for adeguately policing the terrl
tory umder iis jurlsdiction.

This 1s the modern industrial philosophy
In a nutshell, It was rocantly statext by an
expert metallurgist that the prospect of sav-
ing 10 cents lo the production of & ton of plg
iron or steel will often cause progressive
mannfacturers to cast aslde costly machinoery
and expend *bhousands of dollurs on new ap-
nlianees, A saving so apparenily trifling
ameunts to a large sum on the total out-
put, and eften determines whether a profit
or Inss ghall be declared on a year's buslness.
Some time ago we recorded a shrewd observa-
tion of a visiting French engineer regarding
the value of small economles In the large
industrial establishments in this country.
ITe stated that he had reason to belleve that
the profita were made sometimes from small
savings In many detnils of manufacture
which woere elsewhere neglected, and that
tiis aceounted for the comparatively low
¢ at which some standard anticles are
sold, notwithatanding the comparatively high
wnges pald In this country,

The iron and steel manufacturers were
vears ago the most uninimous body of
protoctionists In the country: Individuals
often carried their views (o the verge of
fanaticlam, But slpece they have Inaugurated
the new iplustrial system, and bave per-
cilved the commercinl advantage of broader
muarkets and enlarged output rendered pos-
sible thereby, there has been an extremoe
awakening During the Iate discussion of
the Dipg'ey tarifl bill there were presented
to the astonlshed eyes of the country some
strange slghts. Deputations of iron manu-
facturers, many of thom members and some
of them leaders of the American Protectlve
Tarlll league, appeared Before the committes
to pieal for free iron ore and low duties on
manufactures of iron and steel.
